port of Mr. Chamberlain, the commis- 
sioner of navigation, shows that the total 
(documented tonnage of

United 


States June 30, 1897, 4,700,020 tons, is the 
largest for 21 years except 1S93, when it 
vas 4,825,071 tons. Our largest 
docu- 


mented tonnage was E,539,S13 tons June 
30, 1881. The steam tonnage amounts 
to 2,353,553 tons; sail tonnage, including- 
barges and canal boats, 2,410,402 tons. 
Construction thus- far indicates that at 
the end ot the current fiscal year the 
attam tonnage lor the first time in our 
history will exceed the combined ton- 
Inaee of documented sailing 
vessels, 


barges and canal boats. 


The total constru.-tion for the year, 


801 vessels of 232,233 gross tons," is the 
largest annual output since 1891. The 
sciuare-riKsecl sailing vessels has virtu- 
ally ceased to be a product of American 
shipyards.

Of all the odd careers Cape Cod haa

Visitors to the big High- 
land Light, under whose shadows lie 
the wrecks of so many brave vessels 
that the ocean bed thereabouts is one 
vast sailors' graveyard, see a

house 
near the white-washer tower. 


This is Miss Small's home. 


Years ago, when she was only a 


child, the Boston shipping men estab- 
lished this little place as a station 
wnere outgoing vessels might be spok- 
en and send back any forgotten word 
or receive any delayed or neglected or- 
ders Ior their voyages. 
Incoming ships 


were to be reported and their arrival 
made known to the consignees long be- 
fore the vessels dropped anchor in Bos- 
ton harbor. 
Lillian Small's 
father 


was appointed to the post of signal 
master. 
As Lillian grew up her play- 


things were the big telescope, with 
which she learned to read the names o£ 
passing ships, and the telegraph key 
that ticked the ship's names to the 
Boston end of the telegraph wire that 
ran out of the little house. In time she 
was sent to a boarding school. Like 
many other Cape Cod girls. Miss Small 
intended to take up some occupation m 
Boston. Her brothers, who might have 
succeeded and helped their father, were 
unable to do so, and she gave up the 
tun and excitement oC life on the main- 
land to i;o back Vj the loneliest spot on 
the coast and be her father's assistant. 


The small house is perched on the 


high cliffs to which it is guyed. 
It 


faces the water and Miss Small's first 
duty is to keep perpetual watch over 
the ocean, for every sail running ciose 
enough to be distinguished.

First and last there have been many 


different kinds of dollars in the United 
States—silver dollars, gold dollars and 
multifarious paper dollars o£ some- 
times dubious 
value; 
and in other 


countries, iron, platinum, brass, bone, 
ivory, and even wheat and cotton goods 
have clone duty as money. But tha 
oddest "dollar" ever seen thus far, per- 
haps, is that coined, or rather quar- 
ried, by the chiefs of the island of Yap, 
one of the group of Caroline Islanads 
in the South Pacific. 


These Yap coins are even more cum- 


bersome to carry about than the great 
silver "<3addy dollar" of our own land. 
Vastly more cumbersome, indeed, since 
they weigh eighty pounds apiece and 
are over two feet in diameter! 
A de- 


faulting cashier would certainly have 
difficulty in absconding with many o£ 
them! 


Two of these strange pieces of money 


may now be seen in the National Mu- 
seum at Washington. 
They are circu- 


lar disks of coralline rock, dull' white 
in color, yet apparently 
crystalline, 


twenty-six inches in diameter and from 
three to four inches thick. 
At the 


centre of each there is a round hols 
two inches and a half in diameter. 


The Yap chief enjoys a monopoly in 


this singular sort of coinage. 
When 


in want of money, he has but to send 
his slaves to the quarry to fashion as 
many flat "dollars" as he needs. 


His treasury is a number of long 


poles set on support in front of the 
royal hut. The dollars are struck on 
the poles like beads in a necklace; and 
the number of strings oJ these great 
stone dollars possessed by a chief ia 
the gage of his wealth and respectabil- 
ity. 


Biu if utility should he a character- 


istic of money, a dozen grim'stones 
piled on a pole would be of more value 
than the whole of it.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.

Listened to by a Hundred Men on a 


Chilly Night. 
Competitive Sys- 


tem Roundly Denounced. Ad- 


vantages of the Co-Ope- 


rative Plan. 


Although it was very chilly Thursday 


evening, from S to 10 o'clock, F. G. R. 
Gordon of Manchester, N. H., entertained 
about 100 men at the monument by a talk 
on Socialism, Mr. Gordon was very ve- 
hement in his denunciation of the pres- 
eut social system. He made the usual 
criticisms made by the Socialists and 
made his points clear by a number o^ 
happy illustrations. He talked until the 
perspiration started, from the elevation 


• of a soap box, and was listened ta with 
much attention. He denounced the com- 
petitive system and had very hard words 
for those who are engaged in the problem 
of distribution. The method ofadvertis- 
ng and tho commercial traveler were 
called down hard on the grounds that 
they are not producers. Of the competi" 
tive system, Mr. Gordon has this to say: 


"Not only does the present system pro- 


duce world-wide misery, but it likewise 
produces world-wide crime. 
Nine-tenths 


of all the crime committed in the world 
today is due to our competitive system. 
Under socialism very little work will be 
required and when we stop over-working 
the 
mothers, no lazy 
people 
will 


be born. 
The 
over-work of moth- 


ers gives a 
life 
long 
tired 
feel- 


ing to their children and thisj too often 
results in a craving for some stimulant 
and intemperance is sure to follow. It ia 
no surprise to those who have investi- 
gated the subject that we have so much 
drunkenness. 
Children who are born 


tired become easy victims to drunkenness, 
opium, etc, Under Socialism there would 
be no ovei-worked mothers, nor would 
there be any vile environments where 
little children would grow up to learn 
every thing that is bad. 


'Robbery is committed because of the 


fact that persons have a longing for some- 
thing more than they can obtain under 
the severe struggle of our competitive 
system. There could be no incentive to 
rob under Socialism. To those who hon- 
estly desire to investigate, it can be 
proved, a thousand times over, that 
the 
real 
cause 
of 
all 
crime 


is our 
damnable 
system 
of 
cap- 


italism. Not only does this system pro- 
duce crime but it kills, starves and de- 
grades 
humanity. 
Adulterations 
kill 


thousands of innocent little children, and 
drive thousands of people into an early 
grave every year. We suffer from adult- 
eration because under competition the 
struggle for trade is so fierce that men re- 
sort to selling a cheaper article in order 
to maike a profit.| 


Shall we be men and continue to sup- 


port such a system?" 


Mr. Gordon is selling his pamphlet, 


"Hard Times; the Causa and Cure," and 
is an earnest worker. He writes as fol- 
lows to THH TRAXSCRirT: 


EDITOR 
TRAXSOEIPT:—Many 
people 


have an idea that socialism is something 
awfully bad, and those who know the 
least about It are the ones who condemn 
it most, No workingman in this or any 
other nation who has investigated social- 
ism will t,.->y one word against it; on the 
contrary, every workingman and every 
one who loves humanity and who has in- 
vestigated the subject, has become a con- 
vert to it.

Why 
n the name of common seuse should we 
work from the cradle to the grave and 
have only a miserable existence to show 
for it? Workinginen unite under the 
banner of socialism, you have nothing to 
lose, you have the world to gain.

Thia is not only the experience of 
the railroad company, but it is the ex- 
perience ot Lally & Co., who are finding 
it difficult to get enough men to carry on 
their work of paving Marshall street. 


Thursday Lally & Co, had a peculiar 


experience with a number of men who 
stood looking at the workmen on the job. 
A foreman asked one of the onlookers if | 
he wanted to go to work. 
The man 


made some complaint about having a 
lame arm, but consented 
after some 


deliberation to take a job. Another man 
was approached to see if he would work. 
He had a lame back. The foreman tried 
the same tactics with him that he had 
tried with the other man, stating no one 
would be asked to do what he was unable 
to do and that duties suitable to him 
would be found. He consented to come 
from the sidewalk and take a place with 
the men that were on the job. 


When he consented to work the fore- 


man asked him if his companions wanted 
a job and he said that he thought that 
they would work. "Well," said the fore- 
man, "ask them to come along." The 
man did so, but the men walked off as 
soon as they were asked to take a hand. 


It is a fact that all the laborers in the 


city that want to work can get work, but 
there are many of them who would rather 
go idle and complain about the "importa- 
tion of cheap Italian labor."
